Overcrowding Seen 
In One Or 2 Schools 


Half-day sessions in one or two 
of the city’s grade schools may 
be necessary in the next term. 
Supt. Ralph W. Betts reported Mon­ 
day night to the Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
Pointing out “it’s not psychologi­ 
cally sound education,” the super­ 
intendent said there is no alterna­ 
tive because of the unusual group­ 
ing of the schools where 
over­ 
crowding is threatened. 
The total 1953-54 elementary en­ 
rollment is expected to be only 40 
over the 1952-53 enrollment, Betts 
said. 
Only 14 more first grade stu­ 
dents than the number reporting a 
year ago are expected, he said, but 
it is where they are located that 
presents the problem. 
They are grouped in such a way 
that not much relief can be expect­ 
ed from other buildings. 
In addition to the extra 14 first 
grade pupils, 30 were retained in 
the grade from last term, he ex­ 
plained. 
The first grade enrollment 
at 
Lincoln, McKinley, Third St. and 
Pleasant Heights is expected to be 
between 50 and 53 each, he said, 
but nothing definite will be known 
until school begins. 
LaCroft may be able to handle 
some of the Pleasant Heights stu­ 
dents if it becomes a two-room 
building. In that case, however, 
room in other buildings will have to 
be found for LaCroft’s third and 
fourth grade students-, Betts ex­ 
plained. 
Sixth St. probably will be able 
to handle a few of the first grade 
pupils at Third St., but no solution 
has been worked out for Lincoln 
and McKinley, he said.

Billion-Dollar Budget 


A going-home thought for Ohio's General As­ 
sembly, to be accompanied by the ringing of 
innumerable cash registers for the next two 
years, might be phrased somewhat as follows: 
Ohio’s two-year budget, which reflects the 
prevailing trend in the state legislature, has 
gone up again—this time to $836 million. 
This state’s tax-spenders are now within easy 
shooting distance of a billion-dollar budget. 
Given two conditions, they can reach that goal 
by 1960 without trying 
very hard. The two 
conditions are; 
1. Continuation of the 
idea that the state 
government should distribute welfare furtds by 
a log-rolling method. 
2. Continuation of the 
idea that the state 
government should finance public-school educa­ 
tion by a log-rolling method. 
There are about 150 separate items of cost 
In the new state budget. The great majority of 
these concern administration of governm ent- 
state offices, departments, divisions, boards, etc. 
Rut these spend relatively little of the money 
collected from Ohio taxpayers. 
The bulk of the money is spent in the form 
of subsidies to public school systems, public 
welfare, special educational and welfare pro­ 
jects and higher education. 
Ohio State University, Kent State University, 
Bowling Green University. Miami University, 
Ohio University and Central State College— 
beneficiaries of a Topsy-like educational prac­ 
tice which “just grew’’—account for about $60 
million of spending in the new budget. Each 
has its own lobby whose pressure is added to 
that of the massive school and welfare lobbies 
in Columbus. 
As a point of reference, total spending of the 
whole state government in 1920 reached about 
half the colt of supporting higher education 
alone in the current budget. 
There has been in recent years a mounting 
intensity of criticism against Ohio’s General 
Assembly for its flounderings in money mat­ 
ters. This is not surprising, in view of the vast 
amounts of money involved and the pressures 
that go with them. 
The flounderings are destined to get worse, 
if the trend toward ever-greater spending for 
things which are not clearly the responsibility 
of state government continues.

Curtain, the difference

is between Malenkov and Molotov. 
Be r i a is t h e 
f i r s t of tile 
Trokia trio to 
go. Ma y b e he 
needs a f a i r 
t r i a l , but he 
will not h a v e 
that. 
Who will be 
n e x t to go? 
Stalin played it 
that way after 
Lenin’s de a t h 
when he used 
Kamenev and Zinoviev a g a i n s t 
Trotzky while he sat back to await 
the destruction of all three. 
The issues involved in the quar­ 
rel are not clear but whatever they 
are, they are pawns in the strug­ 
gle for the first place in the suc­ 
cession to Stalin’s power. 


IT WOULD appear that Molotov, 
having had experience in foreign 
relations, is moving toward the 
unification of Germany on a basis 
more satisfactory to the Western 
powers. 
Malenkov’s view seems 
to be 
that the Western powers do not 
m atter, but that the Communist ; 
parties must be preserved in all 
countries. 
If concessions are made to the 
Western powers, which imperil the 
European Communist parties, the 
bulwarks of the defense of Soviet 
Russia will be imperilled. 
The quarrel reminds me of that 
between Stalin and Trotzky over 
the question as to whether social­ 
ism can succeed in one country 
This type of ideological warfare 
is a device to line up supporters 
behind the contenders. In the end, 
Stalin exiled Trotzky and ultimate­ 
ly had him murdered. 


DID THAT prove Stalin ideologi­ 
cally right? From a Marxist stand­ 
point it did because Stalin sur­ 
vived. 
In a system in which those are 
fittest who survive, the test of cor­ 
rectness can only be survival. 
Molotov is a heavy-minded, clerk­ 
ish type of bureaucrat who has 
managed to survive all the inner 
quarrels in the Kremlin. He and 
Kaganovitch are the only old Bol­ 
sheviks who have outlived t h e 
purges. 
They not only continued to live 
but both have remained in high 
office. Molotov is one of the Troika 
who succeeded Stalin; Kaganovitch 
is in the Presidium. 


COMPARED to these two. such 
men as Malenkov and Bena are 
babies, both in years and experi­ 
ence. 
Yet, whereas Molotov has had 


long tenure, Malenkov and Beria 
were personally trained by Stalin, 
who was a man of singular politi­ 
cal astuteness, whose rise to pow­ 
er was marked by few false steps. 
He could be subservient almost to 
fawning. 
Stalin could withdraw from a sit­ 
uation so that others might think 
their day had come. He could kill 
with the swiftness of a panther. 
Molotov was never more than 
servant to Stalin, but Malenkov 
and Beria were Stalin’s pupils. The 
difference will be clear to anyone 
who studies the art of revolution 
and empire-building. 
My guess is that the next step 
for real trouble will not be in Ger­ 
many but in Japan. Whoever is 
strongest in the Kremlin n e e d s 
some kind of a success, something 
to prove that his judgment is cor­ 
rect, his initiative effective, and 
his maneuvers successful. 


GERMANY is a very compli­ 
cated situation 
and 
difficult to 
work out because of French and 
American suspicions of British pol­ 
icy. 
The failure of the Bermuda con­ 
ference must have been a great 
disappointment to the Kremlin. 
Japan is another story. The Jap­ 
anese are hungry for Asiatic trade. 
They want to trade 
with Man­ 
churia and China. 
They want to do business 
In 
Harbin, Mukden, Dairen, Shanghai, 
Hankow. Tientsin, Canton. 
These places are all held by the 
Chinese Communists. They would 
also like to trade in Southeast Asia, 
from Hongkong to Colombo, but 
the British want that trade for 
themselves. 


THIS ISSUE is going to come 
to a head sooner than we like and 
again the United States will be in 
the middle between British policy 
and our support of some Asiatic 
country. 
The Eisenhower administration 
has never yet been able to meet 
such a situation head on. It seeks a 
“middle 
- 
of-the-road” 
answer, 
something that will please every­ 
body and make a gay world. 
There are no such answers, w’ith 
the result that all sides become 
violently angry with us. 
Then the Russians step in with 
some tricky solution like the In­ 
dian truce scheme for Korea. 
All this is part of the inner fight 
in the Kremlin. Each side, t h e 
Malenkov side and 
the Molotov 
side, needs a big success to knock 
off the adversary. 
There is some hope that t h e 
United States might make the false 
step that will provide the means 
to that success. So. they guess on, 
even as we do.

Full Text Puts New Light On Matthews’ Intent 


“AT FIRST 
glance, 
it 
would 
seem that the free trade u n i o n 
movements of America would have 
little if anything to gain f r o m 
associating with this world labor 
organization. The standards 
we 
have established in our country are 
far and away higher than any­ 
where else in the world. 
“But labor in America is not 
isolationist. It is realistic. We know 
that what happens to workers in 
Europe. Asia. Africa and S o u t h 
America w i l l eventually and in­ 
evitably affect what happens to us. 
“Certainly, the Communists know 
this. Short of war. their most ef­ 
fective imperialistic weapon has 
been to infiltrate and win control 
over the labor movements of free 
nations.

“ In Asia arid in underdeveloped 
areas, the development of free 
l a b o r movements is outstripping 
rival Communist elements.

Here is a story that has in it j 
factual evidence that has not been 
printed before. 
In the interest of justice to a 
man who last w'eek lost his job in 
the government without a hearing, 
it ought to be told. 
First of all, here is the accurate 
text of two sentences which should

It was publshied in the “ Ameri­ 
can Mercury” magazine which ap­ 
peared on the news stands the 
middle of last month. 
It was available to the press and 
to the White House and to Con­ 
gress and to the three prominent 
ministers 
who 
last 
week 
tele­ 
graphed to President Eisenhower 
about the matter. 
But on what did they focus their 
attention? 
They concentrated on the follow- 
^ ing 
sentence 
in 
the 
Matthews 
article: 
“The largest single group sup­ 
porting the Communist apparatus 
in the United States today is com­ 
posed of protestant clergymen.” 
A few sentences further down 
in the same article as published. 
Matthews wrote that during the 
last 17 years, the Communist party 
“ has enlisted the support of at 
least 7.000 protestant clergymen 
' in the same categories — party 
members, fellow travellers, espion-

age agents, party line adherents, 
and unwitting dupes.” 
Now, according 
to the 
latest 
available church statistics, there 
are approximately 250.000 ordain­ 
ed clergymen in the United States 
in protestant faiths. So 7.000 would 
be'less than three per cent. 
Matthews regrettably didn’t say 
how many were “ unwitting dupes” 
and how many were in the other 
categories. 
But anyway, less than three per 
cent of the total number of protes­ 
tant clergymen in America is a 
relatively small group. 
It is important to note these 
figures because of the nation-wide 
notoriety given to the Matthews 
article and the wrong inferences 
that can be drawn from the ex­ 
change of telegrams between the 
three prominent ministers and the 
President. 
In a telegram from these three 
ministers of different faiths — 
protestant. Catholic, and Jewish— 
to the President is the following 
sentence: 
“The sweeping attack on the loy­ 
alty of protestant clergymen and 
the charge that they are the largest 
single group supporting the Com­ 
munist apparatus is unjustified and 
deplorable.” 
It would indeed have been un­ 
justified and deplorable if that 
charge actually had been made by 
Matthews. 
Anybody comparing the above 
with the exact language of the 
magazine article will see at once 
that he was referring to a minority 
and that what he wrote was given 
a distorted meaning probably be­ 
cause of bad reporting in the press 
last week. 
He didn’t attack the “loyalty of 
protestant clergymen,” but pointed 
to a minority, who. by their acti­ 
vities. had been supporting com­ 
munist - inspired propaganda 
in 
America. 
“ Loyalty” to this country is not 
necessarily abandoned by those 
who “support” Communist propa­ 
ganda. The distinction has been 
made many times in controversial 
cases. 
President Eisenhower, in his re­ 
ply, fell into the same error. He 
said in his message: 
“Generalized and irresponsible 
attacks that sweepingly condemn 
the whole of any group of citizens 
1 are alien to America. Such attacks

betray contempt for the principles 
of freedom and decency. 
“When these attacks — what­ 
ever their professed purpose be — 
condemn such a vast portion of 
the churches or the clergy as to 
create doubt in the loyalty of all, 
the damage to our nation is multi­ 
plied.” 
Would any fair-minded person 
say that an attack on less than 
three per cent of the members of 
one sectarian group is the same 
as attacks that “sweepingly con­ 
demn the whole of any group?” 
Or can it even be said that such 
an attack is leveled at “a vast 
portion of the churches or the cler­ 
gy?” 
It is conceded that the Com­ 
munists have tried to enlist the

“phoney” peace moves in 1951 de­ 
signed to create public sentiment 
adverse to our rearm ament pro­ 
gram. 
A committee of the House of 
Representatives on April I, 1951, 
listed in a public report the names 
of 471 protestant clergymen as par­ 
ticipants in the communist-inspired 
“peace offensive.” 
Matthews, in his article speaks 
of 1.000 who participated in that 
move alone and says no “anguish­ 
ed cries” came at that time in 
protest. 
Matthews also pointed out that as 
early as March. 1947. before a com­ 
mittee of the House of Representa­ 
tives, J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation, testified as follows: 
“ I confess to a real apprehension 
so long as the Communists are 
able to secure ministers of the 
gospel to promote their evil work 
and espouse a cause that is alien 
to the religion of Christ and Juda­ 
ism.” 
Should some committee of Con­ 
gress find out exactly how many 
persons in the clergy are really 
involved in some of the categories 
mentioned by Matthews and the 
true nature of their activities? 
Should the original manuscript 
of the Matthews article be ’sub­ 
poenaed to see to what extent the 
transposition of sentences gave un­ 
due emphasis and to determine 
what changes in emphasis, if any, 
were made by the editors to sen­ 
sationalize it for reader interest— 
as reported to some people on 
Capitol Hill last week? 
Should a man be punished for 
his views publicly expressed be­ 
fore he is employed by the gov­ 
ernment? 
Wouldn’t that bp a species of 
“job-burning” and suppression of 
ideas in a land of freedom of 
speech?

Can This Be True? 


A Hall of Fame for Businessmen ha* been 
established. And why not? They have been sub- 
ject to more spikings and bean b all^* than 
members of the Baseball Hall of Fame ever 
knew. 


It has been set up in Chicago and the first 
four American businessmen voted in are the 
late Marshall Field, Frank Woolworth. J o h n 
Wanamaker and George H. Hartford. (We are 
not clear on whether an American businessman 
has to be dead, or nearly so, to make it.) 


The idea deserve* applause. The American 
industrialist ha* been taking a plastering for 
the last two decade* and more. 
He ha* been a victim of *o much unnece*- 
sary roughness that helmet and football pants 
could have been ruled essential office wear. He 
has been so unhonored and unsung that even 
if he got an invitation to lunch he ripped it 
up unopened, for fear it might be just a sum­ 
mons, an extra tax bill or a notice of another 
anti-trust suit. 
You could get hissed as a reactionary lf you 
hinted that the guy used a heart for hi* blood 
supply and was good to hi* mother. 
But if baseball player* were entitled to a 
Hall of Fame, businessmen were. They, too, 
had to be fast on the bases, heavy hitter* 
(preferably switch hitters) and able to pitch 
and catch. 
The difficulty was that businessmen lacked 
the appeal 
obtainable 
through 
nicknames. 
(Frank Woolworth would have made It long 
ago lf he had been known as “Yogi” Wool­ 
worth. John Wanamaker 
would 
have 
found 
“Biff” W’anamaker a more appealing handle.) 


Woolworth began on a few dollar* in a little 
store in Watertown, N. Y., as a young man 
and ran it into 1,960 stores. 
Today, he would have been snowed under by 
questionnaires, tax forms, federal regulation* 
and letters from his lawyers before he had run 
the chain into a half dozen outlets. 
George H. Hartford started wMth a tea stor* 
in Vesey Street, New York and at his death 
had 4,000 A & P stores. 
To do that today a businessman would need 
Aladdin’s lamp, Houdini’s trick book, courage 
beyond the call of duty and a staff of good 
legal advisers with the prestige of having held 
top government jobs under the Democrats. 
It has become the fashion to sneer at the 
businessman, belittle his methods, tackle him 
high and hit him below the belt. 
A Hall of Fame can lift his spirit, give him a 
little more gusto and efface the impression he 
is everybody’s “target for tonight.”

John Murray Anderson, who is readying a 
new revue, is the same man who revolutionized 
the technique of musicals 30 years ago with 
his “Greenwich Village Follies” and who has 
never lost his touch. 
Joe Ferrer has been divorced in Mexico on 
grounds of “incompatability.” a Broadway oc­ 
cupational illness which comes from extrema 
versatility and marked success. 
Gov. John Lodge of Connecticut, a reserve 
naval commander, is taking two-week’s train­ 
ing on the cruiser Roanoke, perhaps because 
the Connecticut democrats are reported mining 
the entrance to Hartford in the next campaign,

NEW YORK UR—The American 
male is quite a trial to the men’s 
clothing industry at times. They’re 
fighting an up-hill battle to make 
him as fashion conscious as his 
wife. 
On top of that, his figure keeps 
changing. This doen’t refer to mid­ 
dle-aged spread. Rather, it means 
that year by year stores find that 
the average size of suit they sell 
gets a little bigger. 
The military made this discov­ 
ery first. With world wars spaced 
about a generation apart, the Army 
found that today’s draftee has a 
chest 
measurement 
lV z 
inches 
larger than his father. He meas­ 
ures that much more around the 
seat. But his waistline is one inch 
smaller. Today's youth takes a 
shirt with collar I Mi inches larger 
than his father did at the same 
age. And his shoes are one size 
larger, too. 
Makers of men’s clothing have 
found the same thing, when the 
re-orders come in. Witty Brothers, 
men’s clothing makers, say 20 
years ago they made the most 
suits in size 38 and 39. Today the 
stores report the best-selling sizes 
are 41 and 42. And some stores 
that 20 years ago always put size 
38 models in their windows find 
that now size 40 window dummies 
look right to the window shopper, j 
But suit makers can adjust to 
the changing American male with 
less strain and stress than they* 
can to his growing indifference to 
formality. 
A concerted effort is under way 
to get him to dress up. The casual 
shirt that tends to double as a coat 
is a pain to every one in the 
clothing 
industry — except 
the 
happy makers of sport shirts. 
The sport coat that teams with 
slacks to supplant the regulation 
suit distresses those who think 
every man should have a ward­ 
robe full of suits. 
Now there’s a big campaign to 
interest the American male in that 
old favorite, the fancy vest. First 
it w’as the tattersall and now the 
plumage 
is getting 
brilliant 
in 
many varieties. This reverses, of 
course, the war-born move to get 
the male out of any vest at all by 
making only two-piece suits.
